R.  A.  ’’DAD"  WAITE  RETIRES  FROM  ACTIVE  SERVICE 
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On  January  30,  Dad  Waite  celebrated  his  65th  birthday  and,  coincidentally,  also 
his  retirement  from  active  service  as  a  member  of  the  Directors1  Staff  of  The 
American  Youth  Foundation.  Thus,  Dad,  always  a  pioneer,  is  the  first  member  of 
the  Foundation  staff  to  reach  retirement  age.  The  Trustees  of  the  Foundation,  at 
their  annual  meeting  in  January  voiced  their  appreciation  of  Associate  Director 
Waite* s  services  in  the  work  of  the  Foundation  and  voted  that  Dad’s  retirement  be 
on  a  pension  basis  effective  February  1,  1939. 


Founder  campers  and  leaders  will  be  glad  to  learn  that  Dad’s  retirement  does  not 
mean  a  complete  severance  from  the  Founder  Fellowship.  Calls  for  Dad’s  services 
will  undoubtedly  continue  to  come  to  the  Founder  office.  From  this  time  on,  how¬ 
ever,  Dad  himself  will  say  to  what  extent  he  will  be  able  to  fill  such  engagements. 
It  is  of  course  hoped  that  the  Founder  camps  will  continue  to  claim  Dad’s  summers 
for  many  years  to  come. 

With  the  exception  of  a  period  of  approximately  five  and  one-half  years.  Dad  has 
had  an  official  staff  connection  with  the  Founders’  organization  from  the  very  be¬ 
ginning.  He  joined  Kinji  on  the  staff  of  The  International  Sunday  School  Associa¬ 
tion  in  1917,  three  years  after  the  beginning  of  the  camp-conferences,  and  contin¬ 
ued  in  this  relationship  until  1926.  At  that  time  Dad  became  the  minister  of  the 
First  Congregational  Church  of  Kansas  City,  continuing  in  this  position  until  the 
spring  of  1929  when  he  rejoined  the  staff  of  The  American  Youth  Foundation.
